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Chapter 545

AN ACT to appropriate $12,500 from the general fund for payment of a
claim made by Arthur P. Lugg against the state.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

There is appropriated from the general fund $12,500 to Arthur P.
Lugg to compensate him for damages resulting from the death of his wife
on March 3, 1964, while she was a patient at Winnebago State Hospital,
due to negligence of state employes in administering drugs. Acceptance of
this payment shall operate as a full and complete release to the state of
any claim on account of such damages.
